The Civil Aeronautics Board said today that a 
dynamite explosion caused the crash of a 
national airlines plane near Wilmington, North 
Carolina, last January 6 with the loss of 34 


lives. 


Mr James R. Durfee, Choir- 
man of the CAB, in an interim 
report to the Senate Aviation 
sub-committee, said Investigators 
hed evidence indicating that the 
explosion was started electricrl- 
ly by a dry cell battery and 
eceurred In the passenger cabin 
near a seat occupicd by Julian 
Frank, who died in the crash, 

Invostigatora checked ‘the af- 
falrs of Frank, a New York 
lawyer, when it wes found that 
he carried accident and life In- 
surance of more than £367,000. 


INCOMPLETE 


Mr Durfee said the Govern- 
ment's Investigation of the 
crash was incomplete, ond that 
he was giving the Senate sub- 
committee a synopsis of facts 
developed and not a formal de- 
termination of probable causc. 

The formal determination 
would be made by the CAB at 
the end of the Investigation.

From 1641 to 1864, the 
Colony had been illuminated at 
night by oi] lamps and, candles, 
In 1864, Gas lamps had im- 
proved the lighting after dusk, 
and oon =Deeember 1, 1884, 
Uietricity was introduced, The 
first street‘ ghts were 
suspended on poles 150 yards 
apart, the object being to 
obtain sufficient light so that 
ueople could see each other's 
aces, 


Even so, none of this pre- 
vented street robberies, so that 
from the earliest tines, — the 
Chinese were required to carry’ 
a Lintern after dark, 


But Ordinance No 13 of 1888 
required the Chinese to carry 
not only a lantern b 
dusk and dawn, but a pa so. 

This law was relaxed in 1896, 
and nally, on Junc 5, 1897, it 
ws repealed. . 


This was a most satisfactory 
move, for many Chinese, the 
sires of many of the present- 
day Chinese who have helped 
make this Colony the great 
place it is, were in Hongkong
